$600, and from Midwest Blacktop 
Roads, Inc., Collinsville, for 
23,590 gallons of liquid asphalt at 
17?^ cents, $4187, and 96iO tons 
of sealcoat aggregate at $6.47 per 
ton, $6340. The mayor said they 
are the only suppliers in this 
area.

Brink said the plant will reopen p!

Approximately 1350 production si 
employees will be off work duiv ~ 
ing the seven-week CMiverslm 
shutdown. The plant now em¬ 
ploys about 1800 persons. 

Plant officials announced plans 
for the curtailment two weeks 
ago, pointing out that production 
workers would remain off the job 
until both assembly lines were 
retooled for production of 1967 
models. The plans manufactures 
Chevrolet auto frames for Gen¬ 
eral Motors, Inc. In past years, 
work forces laid off during as- - 
sembly line conversions returned 
to work in stages as the work 
was completed. 

The shutdown period also will 
be used for inventory and vaca¬ 
tion periods, Brink said Tuesday. 

In a letter to plant employees. 
Brink referred to reports con¬ 
cerning cutbacks in the auto in¬ 
dustry to reduce inventory of 
1966 models. 

“These reports were accurate 
and our production has been cur- 
tailed sharply.” Brink added, 
noting, “We have only one cus¬ 
tomer and if he doesn’t buy there 
is nothing we can do with our 
surplus product.” 

Brink also observed that the 
firm had no notice that the cut¬ 
backs were coming and there 
was no opportunity to work out 
ways CO minimize the effect of 
the loss of business. 

“That's the kind of business 
we’re in,” he said, “If customers 
don’t buy autos, we can’t sell 
frames.”

The Tax Rate Story 

Assembly Faced Similar 
Rate Problems in 1951 


EUlTOlllAL 
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(Third of a series) 

^ In 1951, the Illinois legislature 
faced much the same challenge 
that it will face in 1967~the need 
to revise its property assessment 
and tax rate laws, a Press- 
Record analysis has shown. 

The situation in some ways 
was more crucial then, because 
of a. specific deadline beyond 
which unrevised rate limits 
would become distorted and un¬ 
fair. 

No such deadline curftntly 
exists, other than the likelihood 
of a move for outright repeal of 
the Butler Bills if revision falls 
to gather broad support. Repeal 
would have the same effect now 
as Che hazard faced in 1951— 
removal of the ‘‘lid” on tax lim¬ 
its. 

But the Issue may be of equal 
or greater importance this year 
'because of the increased impact 
of such laws on taxpayers, and 
the growing number of programs 
financed by government. 

Formula Seheduled to End 
The General Assembly in 1951 
was^Mfrented with the fact that 
the formula provisions of Section 
I^a- (Chapter 120, Illinois Re¬ 
vised Statutes, 1945) were due to 
expire Dec, 31,1952. 

It had been expected that 
local-level governmental agencies 
would adjust their tax rate limits 
by referendum prior to this time, 
but most had not done so. 

If the formula was allowed 
to expire on Dec. 31, 1952, and 
the second part of the Butler 
program came into play (1945 
rates cut in half), ta^ayers 
would be hurt In 9S counUes 
and taxing bodies would be^ 
severely limited in the other 
four Illineis counties. 

For example, the general cor¬ 
porate fund limit of Sangamon 
county would have jumped from 
V/i to 12’/^ cents; in Lake county, 
from 4.6 cents to 12>/^ cents. On 
the ocher hand, the corporate 
fund rate of the 'municipality of 
Hardin in Calhoun county would 
have been reduced from 36 cents 
to 33.3 cents. 

.School Tax Separated 
Concluding that Section 162a 
must be amended, the General 
Assembly (1) exempted the 
funds of sdhool districts by plac¬ 
ing them under restrictive tax 
rate limitations in the Illinois 
School Code; (2) extended the 
formula provisions of Section 
162a to Dec. 31, 1953; ond (3) 
added Sections 162b and 162c to 
'the Revenue Act. 

In 1947, the' l^islature had 
added h section to the statutes 
(Chapter 131, Section 1.23) 
called "The General Revenue 
Law of Illinois" and then by a 
aeries of 90 bills made various 
rates (previously subject to 162a) 
subject to the revenue law. 

The title, General Revenue 
Law of Illinois, as now used re¬ 
fers to the 1939 Revenue Act, 
filed May 17, 1939, as amended, 
plus all existing and future 
amendments and modificaiions 
of it, and all rules now or later 
adopted pursuant to Its authority.' 

Revision Simplified 
Net effect was that in the fu¬ 
ture. Section 162a could be 
amended and new sections added, 
and the various tax rates would 
still be subject- to such amend¬ 
ments and added sections without 
the legislature again passing 90 
bills. 

This simplifying step was taken 
in line with decisions of the Illi¬ 
nois Supreme Court (Steinhagen 
vs. Trull and Cant vs. Croeley). 

Section 162b, added to the Rev-' 
enue Act in 1951, spelled out in 
its opening paragraph that it was 
the intention of the General As¬ 
sembly for local governments to 
establish their own rate limita- 
tims for their taxable fund^ by 
corporate action or voter acnon, 
subject to the restrictions of 162b. 

Local Discretion-Needed 
The library building fund rate 
law ruled unconstitutional In a 
isso Illinois Supreme Court test 
case, leading to the major 
amendments of 1951, had called 
for the legislature to fix the 
permanent rate limit, rather 
than permitting local discretion 
in fixing the limit. 

As enacted. Section I62b out¬ 
lined the procedure to be fol¬ 
lowed by all taxing districts ex¬ 
cept school districts in estab¬ 
lishing maximum rates for each 
taxable fund, by action or inac¬ 
tion on the part of the corporate 
Itody, prior lo Dec. 31, 1^1 (at , 
the 1952 annual town meeting for 
townships). 

Each district whose funds were 
subject lo the General Revenue . 
Low of Illintris was required to | 
pass a resolution by Dec. 31. 
1951, setting the maximum rate 
for each of its funds. , 

If the local governing body de¬ 
cided to set a higher limit than 
the limit in effect on the date of 
passage of such ordinance. It was 
necessary to have an election ap¬ 
proving the increase. 

10% Boasts l> SwM BalM 
Exceptions to the referendum 
requirement were increases of 
up to 10% iii die coiporate fund 
rates of cities, viUa^s and in- ' 
corporated towns.' These in¬ 
creases of 10% or less were 
subject to "back-^door'’ ^fer- 
enda.

the limit In effect at that time, 
it became effective automatic¬ 
ally without an election. 

For those agencies that did 
nothing, the maximum rate for 
each fund became established at 
the rate limit in effect at the 
end of 1951. 

In sub-section 9 of Section I62b, 
the 1951 legislation designated 
the method for determining the 
rate limit currently in effect, 
slating that it would be one of 
the following: 

A. The rate limit for the fund 
established by an election held 
after Jan. 1, 1946. 

B. The limit authorized by the 
applicable state law, if the fund 
was created after Jan. 1, 1946. 

C. If the fund was in existence 
Jan. 1, 1946, and no referendum 
had been held since that date to 
change the rate limit, then the 
rate in effect at the end of 1951 
was the rate as computed under 
Section I62a formula provislcnis. 
(in downstate areas, the formula 
was the maximum possible tax in 

1945 divided by the 1946 full 
value assessment, multiplied by 
105%.) 

Rule for New Agencies 

Section 162c, also added by the 
General Assembly in 1951, was 
intended to reduce the statutory 
rate limits of funds of new gov¬ 
ernments created after Jan. 1. 
1952, to 80%, of the statutory race. 

For instance, if a village was 
organized and established in 
April 1952, it would have had a 
general fund rate limit of 26.64 
cents (80% of 33.3 cents). 

Section 162b was amended by 
the General Assembly in 1955 and 
1957, but these did not make sub¬ 
stantive changes. The 195S 
amendment deleted the formula 
provisions from 162a because 
they were incorporated by refer¬ 
ence into 162b: the 1957 change 
merely inserted a needed date. 

Upheld by Supreme Court 

Constitutionality of (he rate 
formulas was tested in the lili- 
nois Supreme Court in the case 
of People vs. R<»e in 1961. In¬ 
volved were the maximum per¬ 
missible 1958 rates of the Urbana 
township road and bridge fund 
and the Champaign county gen¬ 
eral and highway funds. 

The court held that a county 
clerk, in Ignoring formula rate 
maxlmums, extended excessive 

It was ruled that 162a. 162b 
and I62c did not violate Sec¬ 
tion 22, Article IV, of the 
state constitution (special leg¬ 
islation). 

The court further said that 
where county general and high¬ 
way funds and township road and 
bridge funds were in existence in 

1946 and there had been no rate 
increase elections since, the max¬ 
imum legal tax rates extendable 
in 1958 should be computed ac¬ 
cording to the formula precisions 
on a permanent basis. 

Date Back to January 1946 

As mentioned earlier in this 
series, the rate limitations by 
formula and the 100% assess¬ 
ment laws have been on the 
books tor more than two decades. 

But, as has been traced, they 
are no longer identical to the 
bills originally drafted. 

Over the years there has been 
considerable “pecking away” at 
the assessment and rate laws— 
in some cases with just cause

The Madisoit county primary election results 
Tuesday will not please everyone, but comfort can 
be taken in the knowledge that capable candidates 
were nominated. It also was demonstrated that 
individual voters still make the ultimate choice, 
regardless of the endorsements of party chieftans. 

The major political organization merits sup¬ 
port where it has the best candidates, but only in 
such cases. The mere fact that party bosses turn 
thumbs down on an aspirant should not and 
obviously does not end his chances of victory, as 
shown by County School Supt. Trimpe. He pre¬ 
vailed despite opposition locally by not one’ but 
both wings of the Democratic party, and despite a’ 
last-minute investigation whose timing seemed 
intended to raise questions about his office without 
permitting ample time fur answers. The public, to 
its credit, was not gullible. 

Experience was accorded deserved recogni¬ 
tion. Representatives Harris. Smith and Kennedy 
will continue their service in the state legislature, 
and former Sheriff Mussu again will seek that 
office, 

Although we felt John Maeras could have 
served well as county treasurer. Alton SupervisoV 
Stephen B. Kennedy also is fully qualified. Ken¬ 
nedy and Trimpe now are free lo wage a light 
against,county employee payroll "lugging" prac¬ 
tices a9 non-organization members, and should 
do so. 

The dominant organization fared better in. 
precinct committeeman races but failed to defeat 
Sam Chomko, its leading opponent in Madison, or 
Ralph {Llliott, Granite Cityan who won one of three 
representative committeeman posts. Cleveland 
Johnson of Eagle Park unfortunately was defeated, 
by a six-vole margin. 

Attention will now shift to several interesting 
statewide races in November, as well as Republican 
efforts to regain a foothold in Madison county 
elective offices.
